If a tornado is threatening, the hest 
thing to do is to move as rapidly as 
possible at right angles to the d irec­ 
tion in which the storm appears to 
be coming, says the W eather Bureau 
of the U. S. D epartm ent of A gricul­ 
ture. In an automobile it is cany to 
run 
away 
from 
the storm , as it 
velocity of travel is only 25 to 30 
miles per hour. Often the approach 
of the storm may be noticed at. some 
distance. Refuge to the north of the 
torn ad o’s track is usually safer t tan 
the same distance to the south.. If 
quick escape is impossible get into a 
tornado cellar, or into the cellar of 
a fram e house. The -afest spot in the 
cellar is usually close to the wall on 
the side from which tne storm is an 
preaching. This is most 
frequently 
the southwest corner. If the house 
moves or breaks apart, the debris i* 
likely to fall clear of thi.s cornel . 
lf there is no protection below ground 
level, pick out some repressed lo a 
tion and lie flat, face down, holding 
to anything handy. 
Tornadoes are 
most likely to occur in May a i d June, 
says the W eather Bureau.

“ There is no sense in this idea so 
many people have, that you have to 
figure on losing a big percentage of 
your baby chicks," says P. F. (Hardy, 
former president of the American 
Chick Producers Association and for 
thirty-five years a practical poultry 
raiser. 
“ Start with good vigorous chicks 
from healthy stock, properly hatched 
in modern in cu b ators. Give th em the 
right kind of care and feed, protect 
chem from chilly winds and rains and 
from vermin and rodents, und there 
is no reason why you should not 
raise practically every baby chick to 
a successful and profitable maturity. 
“ In all my years of experience, I 
have found that aside from the very- 
im portant factor of starting with a 
quality chick in the first place, the 
most important thing in making sure 
of success in poultry raising is to give 
the birds the care they ara entitled 
to. Too many people neglect baby 
chicks either through ignorance or 
carelessness. A baby chick is a tiny 
bit of life and naturally needs good 
care; and how 
it will grow when 
once it gets a start! 
“ I have found that sanitation, or 
strict attention to keeping the living 
quarters of poultry absolutely ( lean 
is a great 
big help. Filth spreads 
disease! Cleanliness (apposes it. Keep 
the poultry quarters spick and span 
and you won't have much trouble 
from disease. Of course undue ex ­ 
posure must be guarded against als >. 
“ I used to think that no one could 
buy feeds as good as home-mixed. 
Now I have changed my mind. F’or 
twenty-five years I used my own feed 
formula 
and 
thought 
that 
I 
was 
master of feeds and feed mixing; 
but at the end of a q u arter of a 
century I awoke to the fact that 
scientists ai d research had gained a 
stride on me and that scientifically 
developed 
formulas, 
using 
food 
elements, calories and 
vitamins as 
the basis, were worth more to th** 
industry than mere practice and ex­ 
periment. I say now, let the pou try- 
man leave the feed problem to the 
feed experts and devote his time and 
attention to the proper care of hi' 
own flocks. 
“ The Chinese plan of insuring pub­ 
lic health works well in the poultry 
yard. So long as the Chinese do tor 
keeps his patients well, he gets his 
pay 
regularly. 
Whenever 
they 
be­ 
come ill, his pay stop- until he mak<*s 
them well again. Consider yourself' 
your poultry doctor. So long as your 
birds are w-ell and th rifty they will 
make profits for you; consequently 
it is to your interest to keep ’ he 
well all the time.’’
